Tenacity of Vegetable Ufe— The Journal 
of the Royal Institution affords a very 
curious fact to be added to that hoard al- 
ready known upon this subject. " ,A t Jibe 
Medico* Botanical Society ," says the Jour- 
nal, " Mr. Houlton produced a bulbous 
root, which was discovered in the hand pf 
an Egyptian mummy, in which it proba- 
bly bad remained for two thousand years. 
It germinated on exposure to the atmos- 
phere 5 when placed in earth it grew with 
great rapidity I" 

Evaporation of Fluids.— J. Hurd, of 
Boston, Massachusetts, has taken opt a 
patent for this purpose. The specification 
commences by stating, that " the im- 
provement consists in giving motion to 
the objects from which water or. moisture 
is to be expelled." A large revolving 
frame is to be made, in form somewhat 
like a reel ; and upon this the cloth, or 
other article to be dried, is extended. 
The shaft on which it rune ia then to be 
put in motion, and the evaporation will 
increase in proportion to the velocity with 
which it revolves. When the motion is 
very rapid the effect is not merely that of 
evaporation, but water is sensibly thrown 
from the cloth by the centrifugal force.
